Rome, Aa*. 3 (/P>—The Italian 
government today announced the 
Li ret of a n tia e wish measures fore­ 
shadowed by the recently promul­ 
gated Fascist doctrine which holds 
[hat Italy’s 47,000 Jews “do not be­ 
long to the Italian race.” 
The order barred foreign Jews 
from Italian schools—a measure of 
limited scope since it does not af­ 
fect Italian Jews, and the number 
of foreign Jews normally attending 
Italian schools is not large. 
More Regulations Coming 
Foreigners a t t e n d i n g Italian 
schools in 1936-37 totaled 2.612 but 
the proportion of Jews was not 
known. 
Nevertheless, Italian Jews con­ 
sidered the regulation symptomatic 
since it disclosed that the racial 
campaign already had passed from 
the academic to the practical stage. 
Other more stringent regulations 
were expected to follow. 
According to creditable sources. 
a comprehensive law governing the 
activities of Italian Jews was being 
formulated and the Fascist grand 
council was expected to act on it 
October I. 
The restrictive 
measures

ably will be effected gradually so 
as not to outdistance popular opin­ 
ion which every Fascist propaganda 
agency is striving to cultivate in 
ine with the new racial theory.

2. Establishment of a ratio of 
Jews to Aryans in such professions 
as law. medicine and engineering. 
3. Limitation of the number of 
Jews eligible to receive university 
degrees. 
4. Supervisfbn 
of 
Jewish 
eco­ 
nomic activity in order to prevent 
large Jewish-controlled commercial 
or financial interests.

Jewish enterprise would not be re­ 
stricted.

Holt was not the only adminis­ 
tration critic to rejoice over the 
Tuesday returns. 
John 
Hamilton, 
chairm an of 
the Republican national commit­ 
tee, viewed the results in Virginia 
as a “crushing 
and 
humiliating 
defeat” for the new deal. In that 
state, Rep. Howard Smith defeat­ 
ed William E. Dodd Jr., and form ­ 
er Rep. Colgate Darden won over 
Rep. Norman Hamilton. Dodd and 
Hamilton appealed for votes on 
“support Roosevelt’’ platforms, 
independents Favored 
Hamilton described the issue in 
the Smith-Dodd contest as “new 
deal versus anti-new deal,” add­ 
ing that Dodd “ was ignominious­ 
ly beaten by a vote of better than 
three to one, not even carrying a 
single county in the district.” 
Terming 
Dodd 
the “ White 
House candidate,” Hamilton said 
his defeat, “coming on the heals 
of the defeat of Maury Maverick 
in Texas, again indicates the grass 
roots swing away from Roosevelt 
and the new deal that is taking 
place throughout the country.” 
H amilton's views were shared 
by Rep. Martin (R-Mass) chair­ 
man of the Republican congres­ 
sional committee. 
The 
people of 
Virginia, Martin said, showed that 
they “ want 
independent 
men in 
congress.” In the same statem ent 
he said the 
Republicans 
would 
hold a conference of candidates at 
Washington, Ind., on August 2 7 In 
a drive to increase the number of 
Republican house members from 
the mid-west. 
Martin announced

State F a ir acted 
wisely 
when 
they 
decided to reverse the decision taken ear­ 
lier in the year with regard to the general 
admission price to be charged during the 
state exposition August 9 to 14. 
W hen the directors voted th a t no passes 
would be issued for the fair this year, they 
also boosted the general admission price 
from 25 to 35 cents. 
Ever 
since 
this 
action was taken, much 
complaint 
has 
been heard, and it was quite evident that 
the price raise was breeding considerable 
ill-will. 
This week, it was decided to put 
the 25-cent admission price back into ef­ 
fect. 
In prosperous times, the public 
might 
be willing to pay an extra admission fee, 
but the conditions are not right for such 
au attitu d e this year. 
The fair board sav­ 
ed itself a lot of trouble and abuse when 
it recognized the situation th a t had 
de­ 
veloped and took steps to rem edy it. 


Teamwork Needed 
O 
NE of the things about 
our 
modern 
world is the fact that it is 
getting to 
be so hard to tell good news from bad. 
The U. S. W eather Bureau, for instance, 
reports the long period of dro u th seems to 
he over— for the time being anyway— and 
that for several years to come we ought to 
have plenty of moisture. 
The w eather seems to run in long-range 
cycles. 
There was a bad drouth period ex­ 
tending th rough the first half of the ’90s. 
After that the country as a whole had de­ 
cent w eather until 1909, when there was 
another drouth.

!amilies. 
T hat o ught to be classified 
as 
good 
news, certainly. 
But before we get too 
jubilant we might as well not th a t 
this 
good news will bring bad 
news 
in 
its 
train. 
Plenty of moisture will m ean 
bumper 
:rops. B um per crops will mean bigger and 
bigger export surpluses— which. In turn, 
will mean lower prices for farm produce. 
And if all of this works out as It did be­ 
fore, we may very well get into 
an o th e r 
ara of declining 
agricultural 
purchasing 
power, which would eventually bring us to 
another Industrial slump, which—* 
Well, we may finally acquire 
enough 
wisdom to break up that vicious circle and 
make abundance a blessing r ath e r than a 
problem. 
But there is no very 
dependable 
sign 
that we have that wisdom now. and 
the 
way the D epartment of A g r i c u l t u r e is con­ 
tinuing to worry about substitutes for the 
old AAA crop-restriction program s makes j 
it look as if we may be a long time 
in get­ 
ting it. 
Which, in turn, means th at w hat ought 
to be a bit of very good news 
may 
yet 
prove to be an extremely mixed blessing. 
We have somehow botched 
the 
job 
of 
building a smoothly running h u m a n 
so­ 
ciety. 
The farm problem certainly o u g h t to h e 1 
simpler when nature smiles tha n 
when I 
nature scowls. 
It it isn’t, the fault can bo! 
no one’s but our own. 
Now th a t n a t u r e 1 
seems prepared to do her part again, i f s 
time that we learned how to do ours.

Under th e n a t io n ’s system of inspection, a 
long road has

eighteenth ce ntury when a ship o w n er had 
serious doubts of ever seeing his ship re­ 
turn, once it left port. 
The rapid development of aviation im­ 
poses an o th e r 
grave 
responsibility 
de­ 
m anding th e alert, aggressive, and intelli­ 
gent initiative of 
responsible 
agencies. 
This com paratively new branch of trans­ 
portation genius has not only 
enhanced 
the nation's progress and vastly affected 
economic life, but ushered in new prob­ 
lems. 
More au d more the public is rely­ 
ing on aviation for business negotiations 
and pleasure travel. 
Notw ithstanding the progress 
attain ed 
since com merce and travel of the country 
moved in the crude birch canoe 
of

savage Indian, men are still inventing new 
modes and methods and the static stage 
in transportation does not appear to be 
reached. 
The problems that confront tran s p o rta ­ 
tion are th e problems of all. Individually 
and collectively the nation is affected and 
must individually and collectively respond 
In order th a t transportation he co n s tan t­ 
ly facilitated and improved.

Since Czechoslovakia Is like a poisonous 
thorn endangering H itle r’s plan to d o m in ­ 
ate central and southeastern Europe,

German dic tator can be expected to 
do 
everything he can to neutralize it.

B u t Czechoslovakia is in no fra m e 
of

backing from England and France, and an 
excellent supply of arm s and am m unition 
from her own powder factories.

W ashington, Aug. 3.— You m ay not be 
hearing much of the 
anti-m onopoly 
in­ 
vestigation, but the trem endous spectacle 
i f s bound to prove already casts its 
sha­ 
dow before. 
The m ost conspicuous phen­ 
om enon in W ashington at the m om ent is 
a horde of large business 
m en, 
hurring 
about the city, crying out desperately for 
som eone who can save them from 
the im ­ 
placable investigators. 
This side of governm ent is seldom pub* 
llcized, these days. 
Once it w as 
cheer­ 
fully flam boyant. 
K ate 
Chase 
was 
a 
national figure, and wicked Sam W ard, 
who m arried an A stor 
and 
entertained 
Oscar W ilde, was known all over Am erica 
as “The K ing of the Lobby.” H ate was a 
fairly sinister creature, but Sam W ard was 
a charm ing and popular fellow . 
He used 
to feed friendly senators on beavers’ tails 
stew ed in cham pagne, and he once earned 
$5,000 by m aking a m orning call 
on 
a 
rebellious legislator, stealing 
his 
boots, 
and am using him during the search 
for 
footw ear until a crucial com m ittee 
vote 
had been taken. 
Now, however, the lobbying business is 
as sordidly com m onplace as insect exter­ 
m ination or sew age disposal. 
Leaving on 
one side the representatives of the 
pres­ 
sure groups, like th e veterans, the people 
who serve business are a depressing array 
of spavined politicians, political law yers, 
big and little fixers, boozy public 
rela­ 
tions men, and plain, old-fashioned ch isel­ 
ers. 
The only m em ber of the com pany with 
the least touch of color is 
a 
reasonably 
pretty, fairly highly placed fem ale politico 
from the South. 
She 
keeps 
a 
sort 
of 
salon-saloon, to the governm ental habitues 
of which she introduces v isitin g tycoons. 
The flavor of her establishm ent was w ell 
described by herself, when she was house­ 
hunting. 
She 
had 
en thu siastically 
in­ 
spected another w om an’s pretty but fem ­ 
inine G eorgetown house. 
In the end, she 
said: 
“ W hy, this is just exactly the kind 
of 
hom e ah ’d like to have, if ah 
was 
free. 
But, you see, m ost of mah friends are old­ 
er gentlem en, and they do kind of 
like 
leather chairs and standing ash trays.” 
— SELLING AND DELIVERING— 


But the decay of the lobbying business, 
w hile a subject for a nice nostalgia, is no't 
a deeply significant topic. 
W hat is sign ifi­ 
cant about lobbying is the light it casts on 
the average business m an’s 
approach 
to 
his governm ent. 
In effect, the 
business 
m en’s dealings with the lobbyists betray 
an incredible ignorance of the w hole gov­ 
ernm ental process of the New D ealers. 
T ake the anti-m onopoly 
investigation 
for exam ple. 
The in vestigating com m it­ 
tee is hog-tied by the in vestigation ’s 
ori­ 
ginal sponsors. 
These 
advance 
guard 
W hite H ouse advisers may be all sorts of 
other things, but they are not venal, and 
they are not responsive to political 
pres­ 
sures. 
Indeed, they are probably as dis- d 
interested a set of men as the governm ent " 
has seen, and their reaction to efforts to 
“ reach” them is invariably violent. 
Under the auspices of W. A verell Harri­ 
man and the business advisory council, a 
fairly sensible effort has been 
m ade 
to 
meet the anti-m onopoly inquiry half-w ay. 
Prentiss L. Coonley, a personable broker, 
has established him self in W ashington in 
a handsom e house. 
By bringing together 
such men as trust-buster Thurm an Arnold 
and U. S. Steel's Edward 
Stetlnius, 
he 
has m anaged to show each side that 
not 
all members of the other are devils in­ 
carnate. 


But, at the m om ent at least, three large 
and terrified industries are also frantical­ 
ly searching for som eone who can “ put the 
fix ” on the anti-m onopoly 
investigation. 
A dvisers who know som ething of W ash­ 
ington have 
warned 
the 
industrialists 
that, w here H ate Chase and Sam Ward 
used to deliver, today there is no 
one in 
the business of selling 
the 
governm ent 
who can lay the goods on the line. 
The 
better lobbyists can obtain sm all favors, 
and, in the worst departm ents, they 
may 
still bring a occasional big coup. 
But. by 
and large, even the sm all favors are usual­ 
ly lik e the chance to testify before a con­ 
gressional com m ittee, for which a business 
man once paid a local fixer $5,000 
when 
he could have accom plished the sam e r e 
suit with a sim ple letter to his senator.

A recent rise in wholesale blue­ 
berry prices has sent hundreds of 
pickers back Into the blueberry

of

county, 
where the berry crop this season 
is considered one of the hest in 
years. 
Shortly after the season opened 
several 
weeks 
ago, 
blueberry 
prices dropped sharply and pick­ 
ers had difficulty earning a good 
day’s wages from their efforts. 
The 
market, however, stiffened 
sharply with better demand from 
the metropolitan areas and prices 
again 
rose. 
Pickers within the 
past week have been 
receiving 
from $1.75 to $1.90 per crate for 
blueberries. 
Schoolcraft county Is fortunate 
in possessing some of the 
best 
blueberry plains in the upper pen­ 
insula and pickers from 
miles 
surrounding enter the Schoolcraft 
plains yearly to harvest the crop. 
The. berry crop has been important 
in stimulating business conditions 
here this season, and many thou­ 
sands of dollars have come into 
the community as a result of the 
harvest. 
Berry 
pickers, too, have been 
most careful with fire on the ber­ 
ry plains and no fires caused by 
pickers have been reported on 
either land protected by the U. 
S. Forest Service or by the Con­ 
servation Department.

The gold group rehearsed its 
familiar role in recent years of 
going counter to the main trend of 
stocks when capital in the world’s 
money centers was moving under­ 
ground to seek safety in the metal. 
Reports more than $14,000,000

UNIT CAMPAIGNS 
ARE UNGER WAY 


Tuberculosis, Venereal 
Diseases Are Sought 
By Investigations 


County health department cam­ 
paigns against tuberculosis 
and 
venereal disease are well 
under 
way, Dr. Roelof Laming, 
health 
unit head, stated yesterday. The 
primary purpose of the 
summer 
campaigns is to 
check 
up 
on 
known cases of disease and inves­ 
tigate through tesis to determine 
whether the disease 
may 
have 
spread to persons coming in con­ 
tact with the one afflicted. 
The somewhat startling total of 
30 new cases of syphilis 
which 
had been reported since the first 
of the year at the time the cam­ 
paign was started has been 
re­ 
duced through 
the 
check 
up, 
which revealed that one individ­ 
ual had been tested three different 
times under different names. Re­ 
ports of all county tests are sent 
to the county health departm ent 
direct from the state laboratory 
at Houghton, and the duplication 
was not known to exist until the 
recent check up. 
In another case 
a similar duplication was found, 
reducing the total to 26. 
“The incidence of syphilis 
in 
Delta county is probably 
some­ 
what less than one-half of 
the 
average national rate,” Dr. Lam­ 
ing stated yesterday. 
The nation­ 
al rate is S. 4 new cases per year 
per thousand population, 
which 
would give the county about 286 
new cases per year. 
Tubercular Rate Average 
“The Delta county death 
rate 
from tuberculosis is about equal 
to the average for the country as 
a whole,” Dr, Landing stated. “It 
is the lowest of the four counties 
contributing to 
Pinecrest 
sana­ 
tarium at Powers.” 
Cases 
per 
I OO,(HIO population in those coun­ 
ties in 1936, which is about the 
same as the present number, are 
listed as: 
Delta, 47.5; Iron, 67; 
Dickinson, 54L2 and Menominee, 
49.6. 
The families of known tubercu­ 
lar cases are being asked to come 
in for tests 
to 
establish 
their 
freedom from 
the 
disease 
and 
cured cases are being re-checked 
to insure their safety. 
In several 
cases victims of the disease have 
been found among members of the 
families of persons who have been 
receiving treatment, and they are 
being taken care of and instruc­ 
tion is being given on sanitation 
which will check the spread of the 
disease of one member of the fam­ 
ily has contracted it. 
Where pos­ 
itive reactions are found, all pos­ 
sible channels are being checked 
to find the source of the infection. 
“ It is just as important to locate 
the source of a positive tubercu­ 
losis reaction as it is to treat the 
individual who has 
become 
in­ 
fected,” 
Dr. 
Laming 
said. 
“Through checking back and de­ 
termining where the disease was 
contracted it may be possible to 
locate another active 
case 
and 
give treatment which will prevent 
its being spread wholesale.”
